Pardners Mail Deciares Pupils 
Do Not Learn Any Faster 
Now Than Before. 


Gardners, Pa*, Jan. 27—Our child­ 
ren came home from school the other 
day quite excited and somewhat ner­ 
vous and told us that a school direc­ 
tor had been to the school that day. 
They had often heard of them but 
never saw one. The children agreed 
that they looked human. Their fond 
parents told them that they were men 
whq held office in the township and 
that their presence was known to the 
taxpayers. 
Our fate is 
in good 
hands. * We 
have eight schools and five thousand 
dollars debt. On the porch of each 
school stands a monument to the cre­ 
dit of the men that had them put 
there. The taxpayers can carry the 
burden. 
A little porch, five by ten is j 
left in the front for the children to 
exercise on. 
We are living in a progressive age. 
The other evening we had the pleasure 
of hearing a round-the-stove conver­ 
sation on high taxes and big wages 
for the teachers and results not any 
better than when we paid the teach­ 
ers twenty dollars a month. 
A direc­ 
tor was in this argument but failed 
to say that the directors are respon­ 
sible for the present high tax rated 
in the township by loading the school­ 
houses with a lot of chemical toilet* 
that cost the small sum of eighteen-! 
hundred and fifty dollars. 
A lumber man told me his bill for 
the lumber in three of them was about 
three hundred dollars. 
Yet the sec­ 
retary tells me that the minutes of the 
board do not show anything about the 
purchase of the toilets. 
Our infor­ 
mation is that the board took great 
care to make those payments less 
than three hundred dollars so as to 
avoid the three hundred dollar clause 
in the 1911 school code. 
I have been over the township quite 
a bit but have the first taxpayer to 
hear say that he approves of these 
purchases. 
How long can we stand 
for this? 
A thought comes to me, if 
those men would handle their own af­ 
fairs in the same manner they handle 
the township’s, how long would they 
have any affairs to 
handle.
